IS PUNISHMENT THE BACKBONE OF EDUCATION? 

Dear Editor. — Apropos of the use of the cane, may I venture to 
remind the writers of the two articles in your January number, that 
corporal punishment is never inflicted in schools belonging to the Society 
of Friends— that order and discipline are maintained there as well if not 
better than in our Public Schools, and that, therefore, means do exist by 
which a school can be well governed without a cane. Are the Quaker 
head-masters then so much more resourceful, so much more inventive and 
advanced that they can succeed where others fail ? Does the Quaker boy 
differ from the ordinary type ? Not at all, he is just as turbulent and 
high-spirited and has just the same instincts ; though, possibly, because he 
is never treated like an unreasoning brute, he is more humane. What is 
objectionable in the use of the cane and its not-to-be-forgotten existence 
in the background is this : that you offer a boy as a motive for right-doing 
or abstinence from wrong-doing— fear— of what? blows . Does anyone 
suppose that when this fear of blows is removed the boy has advanced one 
step towards a higher morality? Of course not. The desire for right- 
doing, which it is the business of this P.N.E.U. to inculcate, may spring 
rom a 1 sorts of inner impulses, from self-respect, from a sense of dut ) " 
from love, from gratitude, from admiration of what is excellent, it wiU 
er spring from fear of blows.

Dear Ediior. In answer to your correspondent, P.C., requesting 
names of books suitable or reading aloud to boys and girls of about twelvf 
years oid I send a small list of those that occur to me as desirable, but I 
would refer her to the very good supplies named in the Parents' Review of 
December 1891, March, 1892, June, 1892, and June, 1893. I should like 
also to add with regard to her further question as to Mrs. Curwen’s Child 
Pianist, that in practical experience I find it eminently useful and that with 
the J eachers Guide which must accompany it, a mother can with 
comparatively little study keep herself equal to the standard of superin- 
tending the music of the child and making the lessons both pleasant and 
instructive. I heard once the testimony of a teacher of music to the 
thoroughness of the method in turning out intelligent pupils who were well 
grounded in theory. She said in every case those trained in Mrs. Curwen’s 
system proved good readers and timeists, which are not generally speaking 
the strong points in English amateur musical education.
